From the Moors and Arabs, they suf- 
fer every indignity; yet they sufferpatiently ;— 
they dare not defend themselves. In childhood 
they are inured te the insults and blows ef other 
children ; and-under these, they are not suffered 
even to complain. When the Moor of rank ap- 
proaches, the Jew uncovering his feet, must stand 
in an inclining postyre, by, the way side, till the 
Moor passes by.

Multitades are wretched from extreme poverty ;— 
Polygamy 
adds te the degradation and the misery of the wo- 
men; they are at any time divorced at the will 
of the husband. Among the Barbary Jews, «are 
enterprising merchants, who possess nedrly the 
whole trade of the country, and accumulate im- 
mense treasures. Many, to escape persecution, 
have embraced MahLometavism. -Numbers are 
found in the mountains of Morocco, who engage in 
laborious pursuits. 

‘The Jews in Egypt, are numerous and powerful. 


| They farm all the revenues, and by this employ- 


ment have acquired influence and reputation. 
They close their offices during the Christian Sab- 
bath, which prevents all transportation of goods on 
that day. e 

The Jews of Abyssinia enjoy much tranquility ; 
they have lost the Hebrew, but haye translations 
of theit Scriptures, written. by the Abyssinian 
Christians. 

At Tombuctoe, Sansarding. and most of the 
large towns in the interior of Africa, Jewish mer- 
chants are found. Notwithstanding their wealth 
the uneultivated African looks upon them with 
contempt. Even here they cannot escape perse- 
cution. 

Crossing the Atlantic, we meet with a colony of 
Jews on the island of Jamaica. They enjoy most 
of the rézhts of citizens ; hold property in land ; 
are generally wealthy; and provide liberally for 
their indigent brethren. Schisms between their two 
Synagogues, cause most of their troubles. 

There is a colony at Surinam, 8. A. They con- 


| stitute one thitd of the Sarinam militia ; are a re- 


spectable and useful class of citizens, yet have not 
always escaped persecution. 

In the United States are three thonsand Jews. 
They are found principally inNew-York, Philadel- 
phia, Pichmond, Charleston, and Savannah. They 
are admitted to all the rights of freemen. Com- 
merce is their employment ; they are possessed of 
considerable wealth, and have little in-ercoute 
with Christians, except in the way of bust- 
ness. Yet the fault seems not to be theirs, for they 
are pleased with every mark of attention.

Dear Sir,—I have been fequested by one of 
your readers, to furnish a pote tor your paper, up- 
on the presumption that it might gratity soine of the 
friends of Zion at the East to know how churches : 
and societies progress at the West. 

About twenty.five years ago this place was lit- 
tle else than a wilderness, where (he savage roam- 
ed, and the prowling beast of prey found a dark 
retreat, secrve from the influence and the dread 
of more civilized inhabiteats. The face of the 
country beivg rather b* 0%, althergh here 
there interspersed with ‘ fet allies,’ it did not 
| settle so rapidly as many other parts of the State, 
’ and of course did not acquire wealth and influence 
so speedily as some towns farther west. And like all 

other new places, its moral aspect, after it became 
considerably populous, was gloomy indeed and fore- 
beded evils at which every friend of the church 
| would weep—evils too, which have often been 
| witnessed in new settlements, and which have 





long prevented the more general enjoyment of gos- 
pel privileges among their inhabitants. There 
was no house of God te which the people might 
resort, no stated preaching of the gospel; and 
what generally follows asa consequence, there 


| the name of the Lord, aud the rising generation 
were threatened with an entire deprivation of mo- 
rality and religion. God in his providence, at 
length, guided some pious peTsons of different de- 
nominations, to this place, to be stpporters to the 
standard of the cross which he was about to erect 
on the very battlements of one of Satan’s ‘ strong 
holds.” It was not however til! the faltof the year 
1811, that a Congregational church was organiz- 
ed, which contained at that time 21 members. 
‘This small body feceived some accessions at vari- 
ous periods, until its number, in the spring of 
1820, arose to 47. At that period the Lord was 
pleased to pour out his Spirit, and cause a general 
attention to religion in the west part of the town, 
which terminated in the addition of 67 to the litle 
flock which had before professed to belong to 
Christ. Since that peried, some have been dis- 
missed to other churches and some have died; so 
that the namber of cemmunicants is now 104.— 
This number may appear small when compared 
with mostof the churches in N. England; yet small 
as it is, it measures about one half, if not two 
thirds, of our ordinary congregations on the Lord's 
day. ‘The society, now containing about 45 or 50 
families, many of them on new farms, and still 
poor, have lately completed a large and elegant 
house for the worship of God which was opened 
aud dedicated on the 30th Jan. last; at which 
time, the Rev. John Keep, of Homer, preached to 
4 crowded and attentive audience from Ezra 6, 16. 
A féw- yvars ago, an cent ke this,.contemplat- 
ed under the circumstances: in which it has acto- 
ally transpired, woald have been thought to be 
the wild reverie of a disCordant brain. Surround- 
ed, as this society is, by other denominations, and 
; small and poor as it is, it would have been deem- 
| ed impracticable for them to have accomplished 
what they have, in so few years, through the 
blessing of the Most High. And very few persons 
standing on the spot 12 years ago, would have 
been made to believe, that in the present circum- 
stances of the people, there would have been pie- 
ty and energy enough to have done so much for 
thehonor of God. Yet even, at the time when 
there was nochurch, and no house of worship, & 
little or no prospect in human view, that there 
would be any in the present generation, a pious 
and aged female had faith cnoagh to believe 
she should live to see what she has apparently been 
snatched from the very jaws of death, now to wit- 
ness and enjoy. It was her earnest prayer that a 
church might here be formed, which should have 
a consecrated temple of the living God, where it 
might enjoy his presence and his blessing and his 
ordinances. That prayer, we believe, was register- 
edin the book of remembrance ; and the result has 
shown that the prayer of the righteous, offered in 
faiths availeth much ; and has furnished a striking 
cominenfon that declaration of our Saviour, ** what 
things soever ye desire when ye pray? believe that 
ye receive them, and ye shall have them.”—Mark 
xi, 24. Let this therefore encourage all @ ose sub- 
jects of the great kingdom of Christ, who are scat- 
tered in desolate places, and ved of gospel pri- 
vileges, to put coufidence in » and look to him 
alone forhelp. Nay, let this encourage the church 
every where to ask in faith, the blessing of God 
upon all their exertions to build up Zion, extermi- 
nate error, disseminate the truth, and convert the 
world. ‘*] will that menpray every where, lifling 
up holy hands without wrath and doubting.”

THE BLACKS OF OUR COUNTRY DEMAND 
ATTENTION, 

A writer in the N, Y. Christian Herald, on this 
subject observes as follows :— 

‘That they are eager for moral instruction, no one 
can ever doubt, whe has scen with what at- 
tention and feeling they hang upon the lips ef Ue 
speaker who addresses them on the sublime subject 
of religion. 1 once saw two slaves, both of whom 

ere more than seventy years of age, who walked 
sixteen miles after fmishing their dail sks, that 
might inquire ofa clergyman “ @ oeaus,”” 
And I shall never forget my deelings on visiting on-4 
old dying negro in the low country of the south, 
It was at breatfast time, while on a plantation, 
that a household servant entered the room, and 
told his master that ** old Adam was just dying.” 
In company with the owner | went te Visit the ne- 
gro, about furty rods from the master’s house. ‘The 
dying African was im a little hut not over ten feet 
square, built of small logs, with the interstices 
filled with mud, and’a small chimney at one end, 
made of the same materials. ‘The ground consti- 
tuted the floor, and two rude little benches, a 
small iron kettle, and a tin cup, were the principal 
furniture. ‘The old negro lay in one corner of the 
hat, on some dry moss, with which’ the country 
abounds, and a small child of perhaps two or three 
years old, was sitting ev the ground by his side. 
‘The other negroes were in tite field. He express- 
ed great joy and thankfulness that I bad come to 
see him, fer his mind was much troubled on some 
points of religion which at that moment very deep- 
ly concerned him. I listened to his questions, 
solved his doubts, and gave him sucb instruction as 
his case required. At first he seemed in darkness 
and doubt. He had occasionally heard the in- 
structions ofa pious Methodist preacher, but he 
needed that light and knowledge which seemed 
too big for his comprehension, ‘I'he master stood 
by while I staid, and was $ilent. After conversing 
with him near an hour, all at once a new light 
seemed to flash upon his understanding, the charac- 
ter of the Saviour appeared clear and distinct, and 
the cloud which had maniled futwrity was remov- 
ed. As | left him he took my hand with the grasp 
of death, and partly raising himself from his bed of 
moss, With tears gushing from his eyes, he exclaim. 
ed, “ O, massa! me much thank you-—-me new 
happy. The plain talk yon give me about good 
book make me cry joyful—O, how good thing to 
knew how toread book—me, old Adam, never be 
made read—never ‘fore know all stich things !—I 
die, massa, andi bless you much, for talk so cary 
—QO, massa! do think of other poor black -nen

BENEFIT OF PREACHING TO SEAMEN, 





Ata late meeting of the British and Foreign Sea- 
man’s Friend Society and Bethel Union— 

Rev. C. Hyall said—I have observed in iay con- 
gregation, for near two years, a man of colour, 
with a blue jacket very much worn. I had watched 
this man, and, whenever the shiip was in port, he 
was sure to attend.

Thes equipped, rhe and another of 
the women entered the prayer-meeting with the 
Bethel friends, They behaved with the greatest 
seriousness and decorum, and returmcd home, bat 
not with the same depraved feelings they ae 
with them. ‘The next evenirg some el 
friends called at the same house, when oue of the 
girls stated that her sister, who had accompanied 


} her to the prayer-mecting, was so affected and 


alarmed that she would no longer remain with 
them, but had returned home to her friends. She

On 
turning to go away they said, ‘“* May & sailor's 
blessing rest upon you all.”

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REVIEW.—an exrmsét. 
From the Philadelphia Presbyterian Magazine. 
Betiers on Unitarianism ; addressed to the mem- 
hers of the First Presbyterian Church in the city 
ef Baltimore. By Samuel Miller, D, Do «- 


_ When the * pestilent heresy” which ‘“ walk- 
eth in darkness” under the guise and name of Unt- 
tarianism, was spreading its deadly inflnence in 

. various parts of our country, we do think it was 
highly reasonable to expeet, that the antidote 
would he furnished by the Professors of our Theo- 
logical Seminaries. They, in our-opinion, were 
called on professionally, to render this service ;— 
because it especially helongs to them to endeavor 
to prcserve, in the religious community, a health- 

‘ful state of mind in relation to Christian doctrine. 
And we exceé@iggly rejoice, that the event has 
corresponded si the expectation and opmion 
we have intimated. Professor Srvart of ndo- 
ter, with a promptness worthy of his piety, and a 
manifestation of talent highly honorable to his in- 
tellectual powers and literary attainments, took 
the lead in this necessary, but unpleasant service. 
Re was soon followed, and very ably supported, 
-by his brother professor, Dr. Woods; who not on- 
ly maintained the zround previously- defended a- 
oat the dssailing foe, but carried the war vigo- 
Pously into the enemy’s country. His “ Letters 
“to Unitarians,” and his “ Reply to Dr. Ware’s 
‘Letters to Trinitarians and Calvinists,” manifest 
“an aéateness of discrimination, with a scope and 
‘ Sefoseness, and force of reasoning, rarely equalled. 
« We verily believe that no unprejudiced man cap 
‘Peart the piiblications of these able writers, on the 
subjects in controversy, without being convinced 


*. thet argument-and scripture are clearly and scon- 
+ Glusiveiy on the side of orthodoxy. 


We. only re- 
gtetthat the former of them saw fit to abandon: 
one point—the eternal generation of the Son of 

‘ God—which we think he oaght to have strenu- 
éusly mieintained, and which is 80 maintained in 
thi: Fetters, the review of which forms the subject 
of this ‘article. ‘ 

Dr. Miller, it appears, was dragged info this 
éontroversy ; 4 circumstance, however, which he 
assures us fie docs net at present regret; and in 
which, as having occasioned the publication of 
these letters, we are confident the friends of true 
Feligion, throughout the United States, have reason 
to rejoice. He whose prorogative It isto bring 
good out ofeyil, has often so ordered it, that a 
bad book has called forth a good one; and that 
thus the truth bas Yeen much more firmly estab- 
lished, in consequence of the very attempts which 
have been made to subvert it. 

Dr. Miller's sermon at the ordination of his 
young friend and-pupil, Mr. Nevins, as the pastor 
of the first Presbyterian Church in Baltimore, was 
printed at the request of the hearers. ‘The print- 
ed sermon contained a few sentences which rous- 
ed the wrath of a “puisfant ‘ Unitarian of Balti- 
thore,” who, inthe true spirit of a man who is 
** fierce for moderation,” has been pelting Dr. 
Miller ever since. We have heard a humorous 
friend proposing a question in the tule of propor- 


. tion, thus—if the Unitarian of Baltimore takes nine 


mouths to answer twenty lines in Dr. Miller's ser- 
mon, how long will it employ him to answer the 
octavo volume now published? Dr. Miller replied 
to the first intemperate address which was made 
to him in the ** Unitarian Miscellany :” and confi- 
ding in the intimation given by the Fditor, that 
he would publish apswers to the articles which 
should appear in that work, sent the reply for 
publication. But itcould not be printed in the 
Miscellany—it was too long: it. would occupy 
too much space :-it-would not please his subscri- 
bers. Nevertheless, if Dr. Mijler would print it, 
at his own expense, and trust the circulation of It 
with this candid editor, he would promise to send 


- acopy ofit,along with the miscellany, to each 


of his. subscribers. Dr. Miller, not choosing, it 
Would seem, to put some thousand eopies of his

ve been, for some time, before the public. The 
sequel nay be learned from the Dr.’s. introdutto- 
ry letter “‘ to the members. of the First Presbyte- 
tian Church in Baltimore.’ He begins thus: 

“* Carnistian Baesraney.—aA train of eveuts, 

as unexpected as unsought by me, has led to the 
sent publication. When, in the course of the 
ast year, my ardent desire to promote yout wel- 
fare, and my affectionate respect for your young 
pastor, prompted me to consent, on the day of his 
Ordination, to address you from the palpit, I little 
thought that obloquy and.controversy were to re- 
sult from the service of that day. But so it has 
happened. Some of your Unitarian neighbours 
have deemed it properto make’ me an object of 
-tepeated attack, and my sermon on that. occasion, 
a Sabject of protracted and tedious discussion.— 
I have seldom been more surprised than to find, 
that a few plain sentences, which were delivered 
ander the impressiow tht they coutained nothing 
more than what was universally understood to be 
the sentiments of the Orthodox, should give such 
deep offence, and lead to so rauch waste of ink 
and papér. Nor can! yet account for the fact, 
but by supposing that the Unitarians in the Uni- 
ted States are determined to make the experiment 
whether they can write tbemselyes into natice 
and importance, and in prosecuting this experi- 
ment, resolve to let nothing, however trivial, es- 
cape their atimadversion. If this be their plan, 
I make no complaint of its operation on me. lam 
not certain that any thing which has occurred, is 
to be, for a moment, regretted. On the contrary, 
a consciousness of having done my duty, has cheer- 
ed me under the past; and if the following pages 
should prove ia any degree useful to you or your 
children, I shali have reason unfeignedly to re-' 
joice ig what was, in itself, by no means desirable 
to a lover of peace.

us a degree of sinful delicacy, wh regard tepthis 
point. Tous it seems that fidelity to our Master, 
attachment to essential truth, and even the bene- 
volence which we ought to feel toward Socinians 
themselves, all require the distinct and practical 
avowal, that those who have imbibed this heresy 
have nojust-pretensibns whatever to the Chris- 
tian name or character:—That the ground they 
occupy is altogether as daugerougas that which is 
faken by those who profess, in the most unqualifi- 
ed manner, that they are Deists. Indeed, as the 
Socinian bas a bolster for his conscience. which the 
avowed Deist has not, we consider the religious 
state of the former, as really more dangerous than 
that of the latter. But while the author of these 
letters places this matter on what we believe to be 
its right footing, he has, in our apprehension, shown 
much candor and Christian meekness, in the man- 
ner in which he has done it; and in po instance, so 
faras we-can discermm, bas said any thing merely 
with a view to irritate or to recriminate, Ms 
It is difficult in any controversy, and most ofall, 
perhaps in religious controversy, to keep complete- 
ly within the limits of the maxim—suariler in modo 
fortiter in re. Nay, we think it not easy to ascér- 
tain the exact degree of warmth, and even of ap- 
parent severity, which ntay not only be lawfully 
indulged, bat sometimes even demanded by duty 
whena doctrine is in controvetsy which is funda- 
méntal to theavhole Christian systems They who 
can speak of errors in religion which are believed to 
sap the very foundation of a‘true believers faith 
aud hope, and the prevalence of which aré: consi- 
dered as absolutely ruinous to the souls of men, 
with as little interest agthat which they would ex- 
} hibit in disewming a matterofabstsact.ecience, or 
of metaphysical spectilation, are not, in our opin- 
ion, to be either esivied orinitated. When aman 
‘pleads a cause which he and others deem to be of 
the highest inyportance, is he not always and right- 
fully expected to show that he is mach in earnest ; 
that his feelings as well as his understanding ate 
deeply enlisted in all that.he says? And what 
cause ean pretend to compare, in point of impor- 
tavce, wiih that which is believed to involve the 
destinies for eternity, happy or awful beyond con- 
ception, of a multitude of immortal beings?— 
Does not the New Testament show us, by strik- 
ing examples, that there are some occasions, on 
which the language of severity, in its strongest 
expression, is lawful and proper?*® We not only 
admit, but wish ever lo keep in mind, that it 
shoald always be apparent, in the Christian advo- 
cate, that he has no persona! batred of those whom 
he opposes: That he won]d rejoice to reclaim 
them from their errors, and then to embrace them 
as brethren: That he says nothing merely for the 
sake of wounding their feelingse That his golici- 
tude is, really and solely, to prevent the mischief, 
both fo themselves and others, which they are la- 
bonring to effect. But the temper and manner 
here indicated, is perfectly consistent with the 
most plain, and earnest, and decided avowal, of 
the whole truth. It js consistent with making that 
truth not only palpable, but pungent. It js con- 
sistent with saying much that certainly will, and 
certainly ought, to wound the feelings of the ad- 
vocates and propagators ef destractive errors.

REVIVALS OF RELIGION.

As many of our sbecribers feel a deep interest 
in the Revival which bas lately commenced in 
Wilmington & New-Castle, we would merely ob- 
serve; that the awakening still continues and fur- 
nishes increasing evidence flat id isa work of the 
Holy Spitit of God. Public assemblies are nti 
quite so numerous, or so thronged as they were at 
first, neither is there as much animal! feeling mani- 
fested as at the first shock. Yet meetings are tre- 
quent, almost every evening inthe weck, the as- 
semblies unusually large, and at times considcra- 
ble feeling and great solemnity prevails. A large 
proportion of those whe were convicted at an early 
stage of this work are now rejoicing in the Lord. A 
few have quenched the Spirit, and relapsed into 
carelessness and sin ; but their place has been more 
than supplied by others coming forward to take 
their place. Those who first manifested their con- 
victions were principally young (perhaps from 
their being less a¢customed to veil their feelings,) 
but now older, and stoughter sinners begin to con- 
fess their anxiety, and enqnire after the Lord. 
With regard to the other Churches and Societies in 
Wilmington, we bkve no definite information ; but 
in the Second Presbyterian Church the work is 
progressing ; 101 pcrsons lately came before the 
session for eXaminaiion, 73 of whom were received 
to membership, and 25 on acceunt of their youth, 
or shortness of experience, or other causes, receiv- 
ed on trial as candidates fer futire communion. 
‘On the last Sabbath the Lord’s Supper was admi- 


4.nistercd in the Second Presbyterian Church, in 


presence of an overflowing congregation, when the 
new candidates entered mto convenant to serve 
the: Lord, & 20 received the ordinance of Baptism.

Very favorable information from the Salem and 
Tabernacle Academirs, relative to the literary, 
moral and religions acquirements and deportment 
of their teachers & students wasreceived. These 
schools have been formed on principles which ac- 
cord with the economy of our church, and were 
tendered to us for our patronage and adoption— 
they were accordingly adopted, and a school com- 
miftee created, whose business it is, with their re- 
spective trustees, to secure the support and form 
laws for the government of said Academies. 

The Missionary Society of the South Carolina 
Conference, hel its annual meeting the day be-
